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Storm leaves ice-laden trees, 
flooding, lack of electrical power

More than 300,000 electrical customers 
in Southeastern Michigan lost power over 
the week end and Monday, following a 
storm that dumped about two inches of rain 
and falling temperatures that turned the 
raindrops to heavy ice on trees and shrubs. 

Then, limbs and electrical lines started 
falling and burning. Fire fighters in 
Sumpter and Van Buren Township worked 
to keep roads cleared. Some extension 
cords were seen stretching across roadways 
in Van Buren and Sumpter townships. One 
resident with power explained that his 
neighbor across the road without power 
would have a flooded basement if he 
couldn’t plug in his pump. 

On Tuesday, a light smattering of snow 
fell in the morning, as temperatures 
hovered in the 30s. 

On Monday, DTE was unable to give 
estimates for when the power would be 
resumed in the tri-community, but finally 
estimates started coming. Sixteen hundred 
electrical crews from out of state were 
called in to help. 

Several churches on East Huron River 
Drive did not hold Sunday services because 
there was no power. The Belleville City 
Council gathered in the dark on Monday 
with LED lanterns lighting its brief regular 
meeting. 

DTE reported 1,874 customers in the 
Belleville Road/Ecorse Service Drive area 
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lost power on Sunday, but that has been 
restored. 

On Monday morning, more than 100 
out-of-state crews were gathered at Willow 
Run Airport awaiting their assignments. 

Also on Monday and Tuesday, Main 
Street in Belleville had no power and 
stores stayed closed. The city events sign 
was dark. City Hall was closed and so was 
Edgemont Elementary School. 

On Tuesday, Garden Fantasy on Main 
opened in the dark with cash purchases 
being handled the “old-fashioned” way. 

In nearby Romulus, the city complex 
including city hall, the library, and the 34th 
District Court was closed because there 
was no electricity. 

On Monday, Sumpter Township opened 
a warming center at the community center 
for those had no heat at home. On Monday, 
the need was reported as low, but it was 
to be reopened on Tuesday, if needed. The 
police department also alerted the public 
that while 911 and Dispatch phones were 
working, the lines to the Sumpter police 
department offices were down. 

Van Buren Township also opened a 
warming center Monday night after a 
family reported staying in a car to keep 
warm. It was to be open in the senior center/ 
parks and recreation area, as needed. 

Once the clean-up began, tree-trimming 
equipment and DTE trucks and their 
helpers from out of town were in high 
demand everywhere.

Groundbreaking 
set April 23 for 34th 
District courthouse 


The public is invited to a ceremonial 
groundbreaking for the new 34th District 
Courthouse at 3 p.m. Monday, April 23, at 
the Romulus Municipal Complex, 11131 
Wayne Road, Romulus. 

The two-story, 50,000-square-foot 
courthouse will be located just west of 
the current courthouse. It will continue 
to serve five communities — the cities of 
Romulus and Belleville and the townships 
of Huron, Sumpter and Van Buren — plus 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

The new facility will be more secure and 
will replace a single-story, 26,000-square- 
foot facility that is often overcrowded and 
considered inadequate to handle a caseload 
that surpassed 87,000 in 2017. 

The new courthouse and a rebuilt Veterans 
Memorial to the north of the building have 
an anticipated completion date of August 
2019. , 

The $17 million cost of the project will be = +i, : Be, 33 
paid for by its users, said Chief Judge Tina "=" = i ¥; - x ~ See 
Brooks Green. About five years ago, the 
court began assessing a $20 fee per ticket 
toward the anticipated debt reduction on 
the bonds that will finance the project 
through the City of Romulus. There will be 
no cost to taxpayers unless they get cited 
for a ticket. 

The partners on the courthouse are the 
34th District Court, the City of Romulus, 
AUCH Construction Co. and Partners in 
Architecture. All three judges — Judge 
Green of Huron, Judge Brian Oakley of 
Romulus and Judge David Parrott of Van 
Buren — are involved in the process, along 
with Court Administrator and Magistrate 
Alan Hindman. 

Romulus Mayor LeRoy D. Burcroff said 
the courthouse will be a beautiful addition 
to the community and a much-needed 
replacement for the current facility, which 
was built in 1974. 

Judge Green said the new facility will 
be the largest public project in Romulus 
history. She said it will be more energy- 
efficient, more high-tech and more secure 
for the 45 employees and customers. 

“We are busting at the seams,” said Judge 
Green, the senior judge with 24 years of 
experience. “We don’t have enough space. 
We have people in makeshift offices. 
We’ve turned back rooms and closets into 
offices over the years.” 

The new courthouse will have a central 
lockup facility that can be accessed by all 
four of the planned courtrooms. Currently, : ee

Board members were asked to email the 
supervisor with any ideas on the penalty 
which could be voted on at the next 
meeting.

As you know, I meet regularly with 
my directors and weekly prepare a report 
for the board on what’s going on in each 
department. I want a well-informed 
board. No other board as been updated in 
this manner in the history of Van Buren 
Township. 

The director did not mention this in her 
report as this park (and all of our parks) 
are regularly vandalized. This was a 
discussion I had last March regarding teens 
using these parks and causing problems 
after hours, since they are such isolated 
areas. In response we stepped up patrols 
and lightened the problem. 

The director has met with Matt Best and 
they are looking into possible fixes. One is 
security cams (very expensive, since the 
award-winning structure would require 
significant electrical upgrades, trenching 
and lights) and the other is possibly 
removing the river rock (large potato- 
shaped stones) and replacing with pea 
gravel. It is the river rock they are using to 
destroy the bathroom structure. 

As for why it was not reported -- 
Rosemary is a workaholic who goes to 
everything and has hundreds of sets of 
eyes in the community. She is going to see 
things we miss. She also looks at things 
as newsworthy or not. That is not our job. 
Ours is to operate the departments. We do 
this very well, as Rosemary does her job 
very professionally. 

I will speak to the director about your 
concerns. I am sure another reason she may 
not have told me is that the Tuesday board 
meeting has effected every department 
in our building negatively. I would love 
to have a college professor of political 
science come in and do a study on this 
issue’s effects. Every department from 
Treasury, Clerk, DDA, Seniors has been 
having issues over this issue. Her meeting 
had to be cut in half the last two weeks 
due to our Tuesday issue. Once this issue 
is behind us, I hope things can get back to 
normal.

Donate Life Day was celebrated at the Belleville Secretary of State office on April 11 as 
staff was thanked for working to expand the Michigan Organ Donor Registry by asking 
customers throughout the year if they wanted to sign up. Secretary of State Ruth Johnson 
said when she took office in 2011, only 27% of Michigan adults had signed up on the 
registry and now that number is 63% -- an addition of nearly 3 million people. Johnson 
changed the way organ donation was promoted and it grew. One person can transform 


the lives of up to 75 people through organ, tissue, and eye donation. On Donate Life Day, 
volunteers from Gift of Life Michigan, Eversight, and Michigan Lions visit Secretary of 
State offices across the state to tell their stories of organ donation. Anyone can join the 
Michigan Organ Donor Registry by visiting www.Michigan.gov/organdonation or any 
Secretary of State office.

Judge Green said. “We have tried to 
incorporate a judicial look and feel. We’ll 
be moving out of a 1970s-era facility and 
into something that has a lot more glass. 
We’re trying to do everything as green and 
energy-efficient as possible.” 

Court Administrator Alan Hindman, 
who has worked at the court for 39 years, 
said the current facility averages 148,700 
people in the building annually. He said 
parking will expand and lighting will be 
enhanced at the new court, the building 
will be more user-friendly and customers 
will have the option of paying tickets at a 
kiosk. 

The groundbreaking comes 50 years 
after the start of the 34th District Court, 
which serves 13 police agencies: the five 
municipalities, the airport, the Michigan 
State Police, the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, the Department of Natural 
Resources and the  MHuron-Clinton 
Metroparks Authority along with task 
forces and federal units that operate in the 
district. The Romulus court also handles 
weekend felony cases from around the 
region. 

Robert McCraight, director of the 
Romulus Department of Public Services, 
said that to make way for the new building 
the existing Veterans Monument will be 
disassembled, refurbished and reassembled

once the new courthouse is complete. The 
rebuilt monument will offer additional 
space so that the names of other veterans 
can be placed on the wall. 

“The existing monument was built in 
1991 and is in dire need of reconstruction,” 
McCraight said. “When the monument is 
reassembled, we will replace the broken 
blocks and granite that have succumbed 
to time and the elements. In addition to 
repairing the weathered monument, we 
will be adding additional wall space to 
accommodate our veterans.” 

Judge Green said that a formal ribbon 
cutting will be planned when it’s time for 
the courthouse’s grand opening. She said 
the public will be invited to that as well.

competent to face 
murder charges

Brad Edwards Fields, 28, has been found 
competent to face murder charges in the 
death of his girlfriend’s child, Gabby, in a 
Sumpter Township mobile home on New 
Year’s Day. 

34th District Court Judge Brian Oakley was 
told the prosecutor and the defense attorney 
both stipulated to Fields’ competency so the 
case can move forward. A preliminary exam 
was set for 8:30 a.m., May 11, before Judge 
Oakley. 

Fields is charged with felony murder, 
second-degree murder, child abuse, and 
torture. He is lodged in the Wayne County 
Jail without bond. 

His co-defendant, the child’s mother 
Candice Renea Diaz, 25, is being held 
without bond on the same charges. She had 
been sent for a competency exam, as well. 

Santana Brown Guillen 

Two criminal sexual conduct charges 
against Santana Brown Guillen, 17, were 
dismissed by Judge Oakley on April 11 
when the six-year-old victim refused to 
testify. 

The victim and her family had been 
waiting at court for three hours before it was 
determined the little girl wouldn’t testify 
and the Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
asked Judge Oakley to dismiss the charges 
without prejudice, meaning they could be 
refiled in the future. 

Judge Oakley said the charges were 
dismissed because there is “no witness who 
will talk.” 

On April 4, Judge David Parrott adjourned 
Guillen’s preliminary exam until April 
11 because his court-appointed defense 
attorney David Lankford said he just got 
the discovery information. Lankford said he 
needed time to study the evidence in order 
to provide a defense for his client. 

The young witness also had waited hours 
that day to testify, but then the testimony 
was postponed a week. 

Guillen was charged with two counts of 
criminal sexual conduct-Ist degree, with a 
person under age 13, on July 1, 2017 in Van 
Buren Township. He was free after posting

Judge Oakley was 
told there are three witnesses expected to 
testify. Cook’s court-appointed attorney is 
Tatanisha Reed. 

Cook was present in Judge Oakley’s 
courtroom by video from St. Clair where he 
is lodged on another offense. 

Rebecca Lynn Fletcher 

Rebecca Lynn Fletcher, 43, waived her 
preliminary exam on charges of operating 
while intoxicated-third and fleeing police in 
a vehicle on Jan. 26 in Sumpter Township. 
She is scheduled to be at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice in Detroit on April 25 for her 
arraignment on the information. Fletcher is 
free on $1,000 personal recognizance bond.

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Board awards contracts for first phase 
of library building construction

At its regular meeting April 10, the 
Belleville Area District Library Board 
officially awarded contracts for Bid Pack 
1 for site construction of the new library to 
the following subcontractors: 

e Survey and Layout - Midwestern 
Consulting, $16,600; 

e Earthwork, Grading and Underground 
Utilities - Blue Ribbon Contracting, 
$766,600; 

e Fencing - Industrial Fence, $23,376; 

e Landscaping - Salisbury Landscaping 
Group, $67,351; 

e Site Concrete - Fessler & Bowman, Inc., 
$113,400; 

e Flag Pole - Rocket Enterprise, Inc., 
$2,966. 

All were low bidders, except for the low 
flag pole bid of $1,875 from Pole Tech 
which was not all-inclusive, according to 
Matthew Ratzow, senior project manager 
for O’Neal Construction. 

The board decided to hold off accepting 
the low base bid of MadRax at $764 to 
supply bike racks. If the budget allows they 
could want a more creative design instead 
of the basic. 

Ratzow said the sealed bids were opened 
publicly at the library at 2 p.m., March 27, 
and read aloud and recorded. 

Digging is expected to start in mid-May, 
Ratzow said. 

Ratzow reported that on June 9 they will 
move the construction fence to make way 
for the museum’s Rosie the Riveter event 
on Fourth Street that will include a band. 


Building Committee chairman Joy 
Cichewicz reported that representatives 
met with Sumpter Township officials and 
attorneys to work out the lease agreement 
for the hexagon building in Sumpter. 

Board chairman Sharon Peters said 
the work in Sumpter is important to the 
board and some of the communications 
aren’t going through. She referred to the 
Independent’s report that the April 14 
groundbreaking was announced at the 
Sumpter meeting earlier that evening, 
but there was confusion on where the 
ceremonial groundbreaking would be held. 

“Our information needs to be as full 
and complete as can be,” Peters said. “As 
important as the business of our building 
on which we are going to break ground, 
our work in Sumpter is very important.” 

When discussing the construction 
schedule in Belleville, Ratzow said he 
expects the new electric poles to be up by 
the end of April. The Edison lines will be 
in place above, but the Comcast and AT&T 
lines below will have to be moved, as well. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy said 
there are piles of poles at the corner of 
Third and Charles. 

Board member John Juriga said DTE 
works at night when it can so it doesn’t 
affect churches and businesses. 

The next bid package for everything else 
in the construction is to go out in early to 
mid-May, Ratzow and Cichewicz agreed, 
but architect Dan Whisler said there is 
a concern about the steel availability 
because it takes 18 weeks for delivery once 
it is ordered.

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Belleville Planning Commission hears changes to library plan

Library architect Dan Whisler told the 
library board at its April 10 meeting that he 
was going to attend the April 12 meeting of 
the Belleville Planning Commission to tell 
them of the changes made that impacted 
the exterior of the new library. 

“They are doing a detailed engineering 
review and we hope to be able to get 
building permits,” Whisler told the board. 

He said the vacating of some of Fourth 
Street is part of the city’s process. 

“When the drawings go to the city in May, 
we don’t want the planning commission to

say, ‘Hey, there are changes!’ ... This could 
prevent any speed bumps ... by crossing t’s 
and dotting i’s,” Whisler said. 

Belleville Planning Commissioner Randy 
Priest was at the library board meeting and 
he said he had requested the mechanical 
screen required on the top of the new 
library building to be put on the April 12 
agenda for reconsideration. He said it was 
put on the agenda and then later removed 
from the agenda. 

“T have a lot to say on it,” Priest said, 
adding removal of the screen could save 
the library some money. “You, might want 
to come,” Priest said to the library board. 

On April 12, architect Whisler was at the 
planning commission meeting, along with 
Matthew Ratzow, senior project manager 
of O’Neal Construction, and library 
board members Sharon Peters, Mary Jane 
Dawson, and Joy Cichewicz. 

When the commission agenda was voted 
on for approval, Commissioner John Juriga 
(who is also a library board member) didn’t 
vote, so City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
called for a roll-call vote. 

“T approve this one,” Juriga said of the 
original agenda that was revised to remove 
the screening issue. 

“It was voted on,” Kollmeyer stated. 

After the roll-call vote was taken, the 
revised agenda was approved -- without 
the roof screen item. 

Later Juriga said the Jan. 11 meeting 
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minutes show a vote was taken on this 
and Whisler’s request to remove the 
requirement for rooftop screening was 
denied. 

Then Whisler launched into his report 
on the changes to the exterior of the new 
library building. 

“We’re crossing our t’s and dotting 
our i’s so there’s no hiccups,” he said to 
the commission. He said the library site 
drawings have be into the city for some 
time for review. Changes have been 
made predominately to the exterior of 
the building and there is no change to the 
footprint. 

He told of cutting back the sizes of some 
of the windows to save money on steel. 

Also, there is change to the brickwork. 
He said they had planned some banding 
and other changes in plane, so there would 
be extra shadow lines. But, this has been 
simplified and the bricks are all in the same 
plane to save money. 

They had planned different bricks and 
a limestone product on the stair tower, 
but that has been simplified so there is no 
limestone and it is all brick. 

He said they had a sunshade area on the 
second floor terrace on Roys, wrapping 
around to Charles, and now the sunshade 
has been made an alternate and it will be 
determined if they can afford it or not. 

When asked if the sunshade could be 
added later, Whisler said it could be added 
during construction. But, it is bolted onto 
the building and it was designed to have 
a structural steel support stick out of the 
building for the bolting. 

“It’s challenging. It’s not prudent or easy 
to do it later,” he said. 

Whisler said another major design 
change is the entry. The circular entry has 
been shortened by six feet. He said there 
is glass all the way up and now it has the 
same roofline as the roof, where before it 
was above the roof and light came in 360

degrees. 

“Mostly aesthetics,” he said. 

He said the other circular structure was 
brought down a foot. It is three stories of 
stairs and it allows maintenance workers 
climbing up to the roof. He said the roof is 
a single-ply membrane roof. 

“Essentially, it’s a flat roof that slants to 
a drain,” he said. 

He showed the commission the colors of 
the bricks. 

“There’s not a building in Belleville that 
would have brick like this,” Whisler said, 
calling it “unique.” 

He said in this day and age they felt it was 
necessary to put in more exit doors around 
the building than required so people can 
easily get out of the building if there is an 
emergency. 

City Building Official Rick Rutherford 
said he expected full approval of the 
engineering drawings by the first of the 
week. 

In other business, Kollmeyer reminded 
commissioners of the Planning and Zoning 
training session from 5:30 to 9:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, April 26, put on by Van Buren 
Township. She said attendance is open to 
staff members and local board, council, 
and commission members of Van Buren 
Township, the City of Belleville, and 
Sumpter Township. 

Kollmeyer said the city has made 
attendance mandatory because of the 
importance of the training. She said she and 
Rutherford will be attending. She thanked 
VBT for including them in the training.
